California wide program to Lompoc. 
Brownell’s appearance, hosted by 
the Rotary Club of Lompoc, will be 
broadcast live at 6:30 on KNEZ 
radio. Cable TV is taping the event 
for a future showing. 
Retired Air Force Lt. Colonel Joe 
Herron, former chief of security 
police at Vandenberg Air Force 
Base, organized and coordinated We 
T IP’s expansion to Lompoc and 
Santa Barbara County. Presently, 
the program operates in Orange, 
San Bernardino, Riverside, San 
Diego, 
Los 
Angeles 
and 
Kern 
Counties. 


“ We TIP is not interested in the 
dope users. We are out to get the 
pushers. We want to get them out of 
the cities and counties and to 
finally force them into a vacuum,” 
said Herron, We TIP regional vice 
president for Santa Barbara and 
regional chairman for Lompoc. 
Basically, We TIP is a volunteer 
organization 
that 
encourages 
anonymous tips on dope pushers by 
offering rewards of $100 to $500 in 
cases where persons are convicted. 
The program functions the same 
in

someone

information calls (toll free) a tip 
operator 
at 
the 
We 
T IP 
headquarters in southern California. 
The operator’s first words upon 
answering are “ This is the TIP 
operator, do not give your name.” 
After the information is taken, a 
code name and number is assigned 
to the tipster along with a location to 
pick up their reward. 
The numbers to call now are (714) 
983-9611 or (213) 963-1115. After 
February 15, the statewide We TIP 


number is (8(X)) 472-7785, according 
to Herron. 
The tip information is forwarded 
to the narcotics officers of the police 
or 
sheriff 
department 
of 
jurisdiction. 
We TIP was conceived in Florida 
and brought to southern California 
in 1971. The program is privately 
sponsored by service clubs like the 
Rotary, Kiwanis, and Lions and 
businesses, 
corporations, 
and 
private citizens in respective cities 
and counties. We-TlP, a non-profit 
agency, accepts no city, county, 
state or federal funds. 
As of November 15, 1972, We TIP 
has received 1,344 tips resulting in 
91 arrests and 12 convictions since 
February 15 of last year. 
Reward funds are raised from 
private sources — service clubs, 
businesses, individual citizens. We 
TIP, Inc. indicates rewards are 
given in cash only upon reports from 
police that the information led to an 
arrest and conviction of the pusher, 
or that a cache of drugs was 
confiscated.

Speaking to majority Democratic 
senators at a caucus just before 
formal opening ceremonies in the 
House and Senate. Mansfield said

House Democrats already are on 
record demanding a quick end to the 
war, 
with 
sentiment 
growing 
throughout Congress for a prompt 
settlement. 
House and Senate Republicans 
also held separate caucuses this 
morning on the heels of Tuesday’s 
House Democratic meeting which 
resulted in a 2-1 vote favoring 
legislation to stop the war. 
Like Mansfield, the present party 
leaders had no opposition for re- 
election 
—Hugh Scott as GOP 
Senate leader and Gerald Ford as 
House Republican leader. House 
Speaker Carl Albert was easily 
renominated 
by 
Democrats 
Tue.sday 
Beginning a new term as Senate 
majority 
leader, 
Mansfield 
declared: “ The time has long since 
passed when we can take shelter in 
claim of legislative impotence.” 


Mansfield and other Democratic 
leaders have served notice they 
intend to buck the administration 
where they deem necessary to 
reassert the congressional role as an 
equal branch of government. The 
Democrats still firmly control both 
House and Senate 
Stressing this point, Mansfield 
told his colleagues “ we have no 
choice” but to legislate an end to the 
war because he said, one day after 
conferring with President Nixon, 
that the GOP president had failed to 
obtain peace by negotiation. 
“ The effort to salvage a shred of 
face from a 
senseless war has 
succeeded only in spreading further 
devastation 
and 
clouding 
this 
nation’s reputation,” he said. 
The Montanan said that by voting 
to 
increase 
Democrats’ 
Senate 
majority by two seats to 57-43, 
voters showed “ they do not want the 
President to 
persist nor the 
Congress

Inquest set in fraternity 
'prank' death of student 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
A coroner’s inquest will be 
held Jan. 17 to determine 
whether the death of Fred 
Bronner, the college student 
left in the mountains by 
three fraternity brothers, 
was accidental, a suicide or 
resulted “ at the hands of 
another.” 


Dr. 
Thomas 
Noguchi, 
county coroner and chief 
medical examiner, ordered 
the inquest Tuesday after 
reporting that Bronner, 21, 
died of multiple fractures 
and 
injuries, 
apparently 
when he tumbled over a 500- 
foot cliff in the Angeles 
National Forest. 


He was dropped off in the 
rugged mountain area Dec. 
22 by three of his Chi Chi Chi 
fraternity 
brothers 
at 
Pierce Junior College. 
The 
three-Gordon 
Gillespy, 19, John Bergess, 
29 
and 
John 
Morgan, 


21—said they stranded him 
to “ teach him a lesson for 
being so obnoxious.” It was 
the same area where 10 
fraternity pledges were left 
off for an initiation a week 
before. 
“ There 
was 
just 
a 
spontaneous 
idea—Well, 
why don’t we pick up Fred, 
have a long talk with him, 
and just dump him up where 
we dumped the pledges a 
week ago, and say, ’Fred, 
think things over while you 
walk it out,” Bergess said. 
Bronner, nicknamed “ Fat 
Freddy” at the fraternity 
because of his 270 pounds on 
a 5-foot-lO frame, was found 
dead at the bottom of a 
ravine last Saturday, clad 
only in gym shorts. 
If the inquest jury should 
rule that Bronner, 21, died 
“ at the hands of another,” 
the three fraternity men 
would be liable for criminal 
prosecution.

A friend of mine is a won­ 
derful 
k n i t t e r . 
She 
has 
turned out more knitted gar­ 
ments in her half a century 
than most of us would think 
possible in several lifetimes. 
Obviously she enjoys every 
row she knits—or purls. I 
asked her recently what ad­ 
vice she’d like to pass on to 
my readers. 
That s t a r t e d it. She of­ 
fered this for the more nov­ 
ice knitters; When you be­ 
gin to knit, always use a 
pencil and paper, right along 
with your knitting. Note the 
number of each row you’ve 
completed— write 
it 
down 
Then when you pick up your 
work again, you'll never just 
guess where you were. 


A n o t h e r suggestion for 
new knitters is to use a sheet 
of paper to help follow the 
directions. As you read down 
each line, cover the instruc­ 
tions line by line, and once 
again, you’ll never lose your 
place. 
For all 
knitters, proved 
and hard-at-it, my friend said 
that test swatches are abso­ 
lutely vital. You know how 
often I tell you that. She re­ 
ports that long-experienced 
knitters make a test swatch 
automatically. 


A l w a y s make your test 
swatch big enough to really 
see and feel the p a t t e r n . 
When you have a good-sized 
swatch — really good-sized— 
block it. Then check your 
gauge. Every set of instruc­ 
tions gives a specific gauge. 
Before you begin any gar­ 
ment, 
your 
g a u g e 
must 
m a t c h that given in the 
directions; 
if 
your 
t e s t 
swatch is d i f f e r e n t , use 
larger or smaller needles to 
get the right gauge. 


For knitters of all gauges 
and skills, here’s a zipper- 
front poncho that's a winner. 


This h o o d e d poncho is 
worked on a 29-incn circular 
needle, along with a pair of 
No. 6 needles for detailing. 
The pattern is easy (make 
that test swatch first!) and 
it's knit in natural Reynolds 
Lopi yarn. One size fits all

DEAR POLLY—I think June could remove the perspi­ 
ration odor from her foam rubber pillows and m attress 
by filling an empty window spray bottle with vinegar and 
LIGHTLY spraying the items to be deodorized and then 
letting them dry — MRS. C. H. K. 


DEAR POLLY—Like June’s boys, mine are profusely 
sweaty sleepers and plastic m attress covers under the 
cotton sheets will protect the m attress but aggravate the 
sweating. When changing the boys’ beds I spray the m at­ 
tresses with an aerosol disinfectant and then let them air 
for a few hours. The foam rubber pillows can be washed 
in cold water at a gentle speed or by hand and bleach can 
be added to the first rinse to disinfect and deodorize. They 
will need a couple of rinsings. Sun will do as well as the 
bleach if they are air-dried.—HOLLY 


DEAR GIRLS—The Cleanliness Bureau says when 
washing foam rubber pillows the machine should run only 
five 
minutes 
and 
also 
ONLY 
five 
minutes 
for 
each rinsing. To wash by 
hand, put the foam pillow 
(in a case, of course) in a 
deep tub full of warm water 
and enough detergent so 
suds stand up. Press pil­ 
low down and 
let spring 
back. 
Do this 
time and 
time again to push the suds 
through the pillow or use 
a plumber’s plunger. When 
water gets dirty, remove the pillow. Repeat process. 
Rinse with plenty of clean water and squeeze out well 
with an up and down motion. Put between two bath towels 
and press down 
to blot out as much water as possible. DO 
NOT put foam rubber pillows in 
the dryer. 
Dry by 
fastening pillowcases with clothespins to an outside line 
in a breezy spot. This takes time DO not expect to use 
pillows that night.—POLLY

The Capitol 


To all appearances the 
Legislature and Governor 
Reagan are heading into a 
deadlock 
concerning 
the 
future of the State’s century 
old Capitol. 
The 
dean 
of 
the 
Legislature, 
Senator 
Randolph Collier, has been 
advocating a complete new 
set-up for the Legislature 
for a number of years. 
His announced plan has 
been for two high rise office 
buildings 
to 
house 
the 
lawmakers. These would be 
linked with a low level 
structure 
which 
would 
contain the chambers for 
both 
the 
Assembly 
and 
Senate. He would locate the 
new structures at the east 
end of the present Capitol 
park. 
Collier's plan, backed by 
Assembly Ways and Means 
Chairman 
Willie 
Brown, 
gained impetus with the 
report of the State Architect 
issued 
earlier this year 
declaring the old Capitol 
unsafe in the event of an 
earthquake. 
The 
report 
brought immediate cries of 
anguish from those who 
want 
the 
old 
Capitol 
preserved 
Collier agrees the building 
should be strengthened and 
maintained as a historic 
site. Others believe it should 
be restored for continued 
use as a working Capitol. 
Estimates 
to 
merely 
preserve it place the cost at 
$18 million while to rebuild 
it as a functional building 
will exceed $40 million. 
Collier 
talks 
about 
$50 
million for his new complex. 
Past experience suggests 
the doubling of the figres 
would be more realistic. 
Governor 
Reagan 
is 
opposed to the Collier plan. 
The Governor questions the 
need for the two 17 story 
office buildings. 
He has 
learned that whenever you 
build a building you have to 
put people in it. He doesn’t 
think the Legislature needs 
all that many people. He 
favors 
restoring 
and 
retaining the old Capitol as 
an operable building. 
The 
expenditure 
of 
millions merely to preserve 
the old Capitol as a historic 
monument does not seem to 
be great wisdom. 
Neither does the building 
of two monstrous towers to 
provide 
commodious 
quarters for the lawmakers 
and enable them to further 
enlarge already excessive 
numbers of employees. 
However, there is a real 
problem to be solved. The 
Capitol was built of bricks 
without reinforcing steel. 
Mortar deteriorates. Two 
reports have declared the 
building will not withstand 
earth movements. But there 
is more to the problem 
The old Capitol is neither 
adequate 
spacewise 
nor 
functionally. The same is 
true of the annex built m 
1952. Since its construction 
it 
has 
continually 
been 
tampered with in makeshift 
alterations. 
Whether the old building 
can be reconstructed to 
make 
it 
more 
ideally 
functional is something for 
the experts to determine. 
There is grave doubts. 
The economics should not 
govern the decisions. 
A 
State Capitol should be of 
monumental design. 
Perhaps the right answer 
would be to raze the old 
structure and build it anew, 
faithfully 
duplicating 
its 
present exterior, dome and 
all. 
It is obvious neither the 
Governor nor the people 
will stand still for complete 
abandonment of the Capitol.

Although they don't say 
so, the lawyers almost seem 
resigned to passage of some 
sort of no-fault legislation in

Melvin CoBen, legislative 
representative of the CTLA, 
says. "Everybody agrees 
that no-fault is a good idea."

Seas too rough 


By M. C. Cockshott 


OCEAN FISHING 
Exceptionally high tides and heavy swells last week put a 
crimp in the party boat and small boat fishing. Swells were 
so heavy that the usual run of holiday fishermen from the 
valley had to be turned away. The fish were there, the 
fishermen were rarin' to go, but it was just not considered 
safe to venture out 
As we write, the gale warnings are not up, so maybe 
things will calm down and fishing be resumed. The A.B.C. 
and the Islander are both running, provided enough 
passengers are there or have reservations. 
With regard to the Islander, we made an error in the 
announcement about taking the elderly anglers out in mid­ 
week. W'e gave the impression that the regular price was 
$15 The regular fare is $10. and the group price a special 
rate of $7..50. good only in mid-week. 
We talked with the Port Hueneme Sportsfishing landing, 
and got much the same story — high tides and heavy winds 
had put a stop to most activity. But as of last weekend 
things had picked up, and fantastic catches of rock fish and 
large ling cod were being made. 
Crabbers working Avila pier have been having a ball on 
large rock crabs. Seems as though the heavy seas have 
brought them in to catching distance and crab nets have 
been in demand at both the Avila Beach tackle stores. 
In spite of the rough seas, surf fishermen from Oceano 
Beach have been successful in catching large barred perch 
two pounds and over. The best bait is still the succulent 
clam, with shrimp a good second. 
An occasional steelhead has been seen in the surf off 
Oceano Beach, but no record of any being caught. 
Whilst passing San Luis Creek by the dam, we noted the 
Fish and Game officials presumably netting fish in the 
runway from the fish ladder and tagging them. During the 
time we were watching from outside the fence (no chance 
of getting inside I we saw one of the largest Steelhead we 
have ever seen being netted and tagged, the monster must 
have been all of 28” long. Unfortunately the porperty is 
posted, and entry is impossible so we had no way of finding 
more information 
One thing remains clear — fish are using the ladder and 
getting up the creek in spite of its unsavory shape. Many of 
these fish, we hope, are bound for See Canyon Creek, which 
used to be a clean and much-used spawning ground, a iit; 
posted 
The last rains cleared San Luis Creek to a certain extent. 
But pollution from many sources is still present, and 
admitted by the DFG San Luis Creek was once a fair-to- 
good steelhead fishery, and with the dam, now a polluted 
pond 
FRESHW ATER FISHING 
Over the holiday, the angling pressure in most local lakes 
was light, with cold winds keeping most anglers by the 
fireside 
However, the few that were out were well 
rewarded in Laguna Lake and Atascadero Lake, both of 
which were stocked prior to Christmas 
We were asked where to go to get some trout and advised 
Laguna Lake. This lake is getting extremely popular, and 
will replace the once-popular Chorro Lake, now closed as a 
fishing water. 
Bank fishing is picking up in Lopez Lake, with several 
plants, and conditions point to a good spring and early 
summer fishery. The lake has not risen very much, and 
access is difficult in some parts. One good thing is that with 
the low water, the Parks officials are removing the snags 
and old roots that were the bane of the shore angler. 
Things have been on the quiet side at Lake Nacimiento. 
The lake property is undergoing a change of ownership, and 
Its weekly report has been held up. We talked with one of 
the lake officials who said the water had cleared up, and 
that several limits of white bass had been taken, also some 
crappie, with no action on black bass or catfish. 
In spite of rather pessimistic reports on bass fishing, the 
dedicated winter bass fisherman should have some good 
sport We understand winter bass fishing is something 
different from the usual types, but is being made popular by 
the Bassmasters organization 
Whilst we are on the subject of freshwater fishing, do not 
forget that your license is now obsolete! 
It IS interesting to note that the DFG stocked 430,000 
steelhead yearlings in six counties of the central coast 
region last year Utilizing output from its new steelhead 
hatchery on the Mad River near Eureka, the DFG stocked 
the fish in 10 important fishing waters from .Mendocino to 
Santa Cruz Counties This is all good reading for us anglers 
who go far afield for steelhead. But the San Lorenzo River 
in Santa Cruz County is the nearest local water stocked 
with 40,000 young fish 
Apparently the streams in S. L. County are not large 
enough 
to 
maintain 
a 
fishery, 
though 
with 
good 
management we often wonder if some creeks above 
Cambria might not be made into steelhead fisheries.

WASHINGTON - The year 1973 
was to have seen the end of the 
Vietnam war, and it may well be 
that before the inauguration of Jan. 
20 the President’s massive bombing 
policy will have forced a negotiated 
settlement. The renewed sounds of 
war in that far-off place have cast a 
shadow of doubt on some of the rosy 
predictions for the year. 
Even though the war is quickly 
ended in one way or another, 1973 
promises to be a turbulent year.
